FINE FOR ROCHO

Former Postal Clerk Pleads Guilty
to Embezzlement Indictment Re-
turned Twelve Years Ago.

“You might as well jump into the
river and end your life If you can't
life up to the requirementa of so-
ciety,” Federal Judge T. C. Munger
told George W. HRovho, [former
Omaha postal clerk. when the jurist
pronounced sentence upon the pris-
oner, after the Iatter had pleaded
gullty to embezzlement ot postoffice
nioney order funds,

A three-year term the federal
penitentiary at Fort leavenworth
and a fine of $577.20 was the
sentence Imposed upon Rocho, He
entered his plea of gullty to a fed-
eral grand jury indictment, returned
tvelve years ago.

Sinca the crime was committed, Rocho
was a fugitive untll recently, when Ne
was arrested in the wesl. Bealdes o
wifeé and four children in Omaha, he alao
has two other wives, wham he scqulred
under the name of Grayson at Loveland,
Colo., and Freano, Cal, while dodging
governmoent marshals and inspectors. N
is expected that when hin federal prison
term expires, ha will bo sought by state
alithorities on charges of bigamy.

Hin first wife wan at nis side In court
Thursday when he was sentenced, and
#ho sald she had forgiven Rocho and
wollld seek to “square up” her hushand's
other matrimonial ventures and ulso got
him pardened from prison.
